Christians, jews 
flock 
to holy land 


JERUSALEM (UPI)—An es­ 
timated 50,000 tourists flocked 
to 
the 
Holy 
Land 
today— 
Christian 
pilgrims 
to 
sadly 
retrace Jesus’ steps 
to the 
Crucifixion, Jews for the joyous 
feast of Passover marking the 
exodus of their forefathers from 
Egypt in 1300 B.C. 
Nearly 2,000 Christians made 
the solemn procession along the 
Via Dolorosa, stopping at each 
of the 
14 
Stations of the 
Cross 
before 
entering 
the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
where the basilica marking the 
place Jesus is believed to have 
been 
buried 
was draped 
in 
mourning black. 
Sunny 
skies 
and 
pleasant 
temperatures blessed the pa­ 
rade through the narrow stone 
streets 
of 
the 
old 
city 
of 
Jerusalem. Israeli troops, alert 
against the possibility of Arab 
guerrilla attack, remained out 
of sight. 
The Christian pilgrims, some 
carrying symbolic crosses, were 
divided into groups according to 


their countries— 
the United 
States, 
Germany, 
England, 
Italy, Norway and Denmark 
were most prominent. 
For 
Jews 
throughout 
the 
world, Passover began its eight 
days of celebrating the delivery 
of the Jews from 210 years of 
slavery in Egypt. It is Judaism's 
m o s t 
j o y o u s 
h o l i d a y , 
contrasting with the Christian 
solemnity of Good Friday. 
Even as the holiday began, 
another group of Soviet Jews 
arrived as immigrants in Israel 
—a latter day Passover lending 
modern significance to the 32- 
centurv-old feast. 
Tourist ministry officials said 
the two religious celebrations 
had drawn the biggest influx of 
tourists to the Holy Land since 
the 1967 Middle East war. 
All hotels in Israel and Israeli- 
occupied 
Jerusalem 
were 
booked solid weeks in advance. 
Passover commemorates the 
deliverance of the Jews from 
slavery in 1300 B.C. According 
to the Bible, Moses led the 


tribes of Israel from Egypt after 
God brought down ten plagues 
upon Egypt. 
In their haste to leave, the 
Israelites carried with them 
dough which had not yet risen 
and 
leavened. 
During 
their 
flight, they baked this into flat 
cakes, matzoth, under the hot 
desert sun. 


For 
the 
next 
eight 
days 
religious Jews will not eat or 
drink anything made from flour 
or from fermented grain. The 
beginning of the holiday saw the 
disappearance 
from ‘ market 
shelves of flour products and 
beer and liquor made from 
fermented grain. 
For 
the 
past 
two 
weeks 
Israel’s matzoth factories had 
worked overtime producing the 
wafers to supply the local and 
export markets. 


The Jewish celebrations begin 
at sundown with the seder, the 
traditional holiday feast and the 
reading 
of 
the 
Hagadah— 
literally 
the 
tale 
of 
the 


Passover. 
The first two days and the last 
two days of Passover are full 
public holidays in Israel and the 
middle four days are semi­ 
h o li d a y s , 
when 
w o r k e r s 
traditionally work only half­ 
days. 
Inside the walls that Herod 
built 
around 
the 
old 
city, 
Christians dressed in mourning 
black chanted the dirges for the 
dead and re-enacted Christ’s 
journey to his crucifixion along 
the Via Dolorosa—the road of 
pain. 
Led by a pilgrim carrying a 
replica of the cross, Christians 
from all over the world followed 
in 
sorrow fu l 
p r o c e ssio n , 
stopping as Christ stoDDed at the 
stations of the cross. 
The 
Basilica of 
the 
Holy 
Sepulcher, which tradition says 
marks the site where Christ was 
buried and arose from the dead, 
was draped in mourning black. 
On Sunday it will 
emerge 
from mourning with the joyous 
message that Christ has arisen.

Fire Base 6, about 270 miles 
northeast of Saigon, is near the point 
where

of 
Laos, 
Cambodia and Vietnam converge. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen said 
they were determined to hold it for 
the honor of the South Vietnamese 
a r m y .

Pakistani army appeared to be 
strengthening its hold on the cities 
of East Pakistan today, and Indian 
military sources in Calcutta said the 
civil war there seemed to be settling 
into a Vietnam-type conflict to be 
fought out in the steam ing coconut 
jungles and rice paddies. 
A radio report from E ast Pakistan 
said 500 Pakistani 
foot 
soldiers 
moving behind an arm ored column 
gained 
control 
of 
Jessore 
City 
earlier this week and captured the 
Jessore headquarters of the rebel 
East Pakistani Rifles. Jessore is 24 
miles from the Indian West Bengal 
border. 
All India Radio said the Pakistani 
air force carried out 15 bombing 
raids, nine Thursday and six today, 
against the town of Rajshahi, near 
the Ganghes River 
border with 


India, and that heavy lighting was 
reported at Dmajpur in the extreme 
northwest of East Pakistan. 
Earlier, Indian reports indicated 
the rebel forces of Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman had won almost complete 
control of the western part of the 
rebellious area which declared its 
independence 
from

on 
March 26. All India Radio said the

Pentagon said today casualties in 
Vietnam now exceed the death toll 
of the Korean war. 
Announcement of 88 deaths during 
th e 
w e e k 
e n d i n g 
S a t u r ­ 
day—including 33 killed in the attack 
on Firebase Mary Anne —pushed 
the Vietnam toll to 54,284. The count 
started Jan. 1, 1961. 
Korea claimed 54,246 American 
lives between Jan. 20, 1950, and July 
27, 
1953, according to Pentagon 
records. 
The two totals include both those 
killed in battle and those who died 
for other reasons, such as illness or 
accident. 
Comparison 
of 
battle 
deaths 
is 
not 
possible 
because 
different bookkeeping methods were 
used in the two wars. 
In Korea, 33,629 battlefield deaths 
were recorded. But these included 
only men killed in combat, and not 
those who later died of wounds. 
In Vietnam 44,876 have died from 
“ hostile 
causes’’ 
including 
both 
battlefield deaths and those who 
were wounded and died later.

Israel still ready to meet 
Egypt any place, any time

Prime 
Minister 
Golda 
Meir said today recent statements 
by Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
“ nearly destroys every hope for 
peace in the Middle East. 
Mrs. 
Meir, 
in 
an 
interview 
published in the Tel Aviv newspaper 
Yedioth Ahronoth, said that despite 
Sadat's 
pronouncements 
“ I 
am 
ready to meet him at any place, any 
tim e.’’ 
She said “ we want a peace that 
will constitute the beginning of the 
road to human coexistence in the 
Middle 
East. 
President 
Sadat, 
however, does not cease talking of 
resumption of the fighting, and he 
dictates such term s to us that will 
enable him to get nd ot us in the 
future. 
“ We thought Sadat would settle 


down 
and 
begin 
to 
tackle 
the 
problems of the Egyptian nation,'' 
she said, but “ it seems to me that 
one can now doubt if this assessment 
was correct. Everything Sadat has 
said 
.... 
nearly 
destroys 
every 
hope.’’ 
Mrs. Meir’s statements came at a 
time Israel and the United States 
were reported at odds over plans for 
reopening 
the 
Suez 
Canal. 
Diplomatic sources in Jerusalem 
said the United States wanted Israel 
to withdraw its troops up to 25 miles 
from the Canal, blocked since the 
1967 war, while Israeli military 
experts 
would 
only 
reluctantly 
support pulling back 10 miles. 
The Israelis also want ironclad 
guarantees pulling back will not 
militarily benefit the Egyptians. 
In Tel Aviv, UPI Correspondent 


Thomas Cheatham reported that 
Israel now appeared willing to at 
least give a little in the diplomatic 
maneuvering with Egypt. He said 
Israel 
political 
sources 
lent 
credence to reports Israel would 
give the United States a plan that 
not only included a partial pullback 
but also tacit approval for allowing 
Egyptian policemen to cross the 
Canal. Up to this point, Israel has 
never said publicly it would allow 
Egyptians to cross. 


In Jordan, Palestinian guerrillas 
and Jordanian authorities appeared 
to be trying to take some of the heat 
out of their 14-day crisis.

Here is an unusual prob­ 
lem. South succeeded in go­ 
ing down two at his one no- 
trump contract. He rose with 
dummy’s king of clubs at 
trick one—a correct start. He 
led the 10 of diamonds, cov­ 
ered East’s king with the 
ace, went to dummy with the 
heart ace, led a second dia­ 
mond, won the queen and led 
a third diamond to West’s 
nine. West led the queen of 
h e a r t s which was won by 
dummy’s king. A club lost to 
West’s ace, w h e r e u p o n a 
heart lead gave East two 
heart tricks and a spade lead 
back ended all hope for the 
declarer. 
At different stages in the 
play, South could have made 
one, two or three no-trump. 
See if you can find these lost 
opportunities. 
The first was when East 
played the king of diamonds. 
South could have ducked. If 
East led back a spade they 
would have collected four 
spades and the ace of clubs 
and South would have made 
his contract on the nose. 
The play for t h r e e no 
trump would have been for 
South to play three rounds of 
diamonds immediately. This 
would put West on lead with 
the nine and his best play 
would be to lead ace and an­ 
other club, but this would al­ 
low S o u t h two clubs, two 
hearts and five diamonds for 


a total of nine. 
The chance for eight tricks 
occurred when West led the 
queen of hearts. South should 
let this hold. If West played 
his last heart South would 
m ake nine. If West shifted to 
ace and another club, South 
would only make one heart 
trick, two clubs and five dia­ 
monds for eight tricks.

AUGUSTA, Ga. — (NEA) 
— The frail figure of Robert 
Tyre Jones Jr., still sets the 
tone at the Masters. It was 
his golf tournament, devised 
in 1934 as his. perpetuating 
memorial. He was only 32. 


Bob Jones (he never has 
liked being called Bobby) 
funneled all his devotion to 
the game which had made 
him a hero of the Golden 
Twenties into the one week 
of spring rites at the course 
carved out of the rolling clay 
hills of northern Georgia. 
And it is a bit of sadness 
that he can no longer be at 
the white frame cottage on 
the edge of the 10th tee. He 
is desperately ill from sy­ 
ringomyelia, the progressive 
disease of the spinal cord 
which has made hit* an in­ 
valid for more than 20 years. 
The last time I spoke to 
Bob Jones was at that cottage 
six Masters ago (that’s how 
you tell time in Augusta). I 
was able to get in through 
the intercession of my good 
friend Furman Bisher of At­ 
lanta. Jones was deep in an 
easy chair, his omnipresent 
wheelchair nearby, casually 
wearing a robe of green, the 
color which has become sym­ 
bolic of the Masters. 


To show you how time 
doesn’t change very much, 
he was talking then about a 
young golfer who had bur­ 
nished the course the day 
before with a marvelous 64. 
“ It was probably the finest 
round of golf ever played,” 
said Jones deliciously. 
“ I 
don’t see how you could play 
any 
better. 
Nobody 
ever 
combined his power with his 
style. No, style is a person’s 
individual expression of him­ 
self. I should say his power 
and form. He has a beautiful 
swing, so effortless it looks 
like he’s not putting any­ 
thing into it.” 
Jones was talking about 
Jack Nicklaus, and all his 
thoughts still pertain, 
for 
Nicklaus still is the dominant 
figure in the Masters field, 
and nobody plays golf better 
than he.

While most of the writers 
were out hacking, one, a 
little timid about showing off 
his lack of style (no, form), 
hung around the clubhouse. 
Bob Jones was there. 
Already the roots of social 
ferment were dug in and 
spreading. 
T h e 
Supreme 
Court decision of 1954 order­ 
ing integration in the south 
had been handed down. Jones 


was a lawyer, but his views 
reflected his patrician up­ 
bringing. And I recall a 
sense of shock when he said 
he was against mixing blacks 
and 
whites 
in 
the 
same 
school system because the 
blacks 
were 
too sexually 
precocious. He was, how­ 
ever, gentle in his tone and 
understood that change was 
inevitable. 
The conversation was cut 
short so that all could go out 
and participate in a putting 
contest which would cap the 
outing. The timid one went 
along, too, and took his turn 


at tapping the ball around 
the green. He actually won 
the contest. 


The prize was a putter, to 
be presented by Robert Tyre 
Jones Jr., the most famous 
golfer ever. 


I still have that putter and 
use it, if ignobly. But the 
g r e a t e r reminder is a 
framed 8x10 picture at home 
showing a man sitting, ex­ 
tending his hand in congratu­ 
lations. It is my memory of 
the Master golfer.

1 would guess that 75 per 
cent of all shots to the green 
are way short of the pin. Ar­ 
nold Palmer, of course, is 
the exception He isn’t afraid 
to hit the ball up to the hole, 
and that’s why he’s able to 
make those famous charges 
—even today. 
If I w e r e you, I would 
make a habit of hitting one 
more iron than you think 
you need. If you figure a 
shot at the pin to be a 6- 
iron, take a 5-iron instead. I 
think you’ll find you’re al­ 
most never too long, and you 
will stop being so short. 


Analyze your play for a 
couple of weeks and see if 
this isn’t the case. Count the 
number of times you come 
up short or long, then take 
an extra club and see if the 
percentages don’t improve 
strikingly. You may say that 
you’ll go over the green. I 
really doubt it. I’ve seen too 
many shots come up well 
shy. 


Even if you do go over, 
you’re generally better off 
than if you’d taken less club 
and been short. On modern

The odds are quoted by the 
Internal Revenue Service it­ 
self. A study of income tax 
returns showed that 75 per 
cent of all taxpayers receiv­ 
ing civil service pensions re ­ 
ported their taxable pension 
income incorrectly — simply 
because the tax forms are 
too baffling. 
“ And this is the startling 
aspect: two-thirds of those 
reporting incorrectly over­ 
stated their taxable income, 
and paid too high a tax,” 
Edwin S. Cohen, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury 
for Tax Policy, told tax ex­ 
perts gathered in New York 
earlier this year. 
That works out to one pen­ 
sioner in two who was over­ 
paying his income tax. Since 
more than six million people 
receive pension or annuity 
paym ents, three million are 
presum ably overpaying. 
So w hat’s the tax-saving 
tip you pass along? 
Cohen himself isn’t very 
encouraging a b o u t finding 
anyone who can figure the 
tax correctly. 
“ With all the e x p e r t s 
gathered here,” he told his 
New York audience, “ I doubt 
that a quarter of them could 
readily calculate the taxable 
portion of the pension re­ 
ceived by a widow of an em ­ 
ploye under a contributory 
pension plan—and I include 
m yself am ong them .” 
The general rule on pen­ 
sions to which a retiree has 
contributed, while employed, 
is that the am ount you con­ 
tributed isn’t taxed, when 
you 
start 
receiving 
pay­ 
m ents. You pay tax only on 
the portion of your paym ent 
representing earned interest, 
or capital trains. 


If a retiree has complete 
pay check records, it’s pos­ 
sible to determ ine how much 
he has contributed. Or the 
adm inistrators of the plan 
should be able to supply the 
figure. 
But then the question is: 
How much of each m onth’s 
p e n s i o n check represents 
contribution, and how much 
is 
unearned 
income, 
and 
taxable? 
That depends on how much 
your total paym ents are go­ 
ing to be. Since most pen­ 
sions and annuities pay for 
life, your total paym ents de­ 
pend on how long you live. 
The 
Treasury 
D epartm ent 
uses its own life-expectancy 
tables, to arrive at your 
probable total paym ents. 
Still with us, or lost? If 
you’re not lost yet, w ait until 
you try figuring the tax on a 
pension that continues pay­ 
ments to a surviving spouse. 
Where do you go for an 
answ er? If three-fourths of 
the experts gathered to hear 
Cohn 
c o u l d n ’ t 
“ readily 
calculate” 
the tax—as he 
guessed—you 
aren’t likely 
to find any better experts 
down the street, in that tax 
office by the corner grocery. 
Your best bet, probably, is 
to take your question to the 
local office of the Internal 
Revenue Service, and ask 
the IRS to figure the tax. If 
you’re among those who’ve 
been overpaying, you should 
have 
at 
least 
a 
fighting 
chance of coming out with a 
saving. 
But if you’re going to ask 
the IRS for help, don’t wait 
until April 10. Visit them 
well before that—like next 
week.

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New day dawns 


More than 600.000 American Indians live in the United 
States. Two out of three live on or near a reservation, 
where the unemployment rate is nearly 10 times the 
national average, the average age is 18; the median 
family income is $1.700 a year; the high school dropout 
rate is double the national average and average life 
expectancy is 20 years younger than the national figure. 
The plight of the original American has long been a 
reproach to all Americans. At last something is being 
done about it, although with odds this great, the 
problems cannot be solved overnight. 
The battle against the dismal statistics recited above 
is being waged through self-help programs set up by a 
partnership 
among 
the 
Office 
of 
Economic 
Development, the Commerce Department’s Economic 
Development Administration, other federal agencies and 
private enterprise. 
With the help of a grant from OEO to buy machinery, 
the Pueblo Laguna Indians of New Mexico are quarrying 
and marketing a variety of rock found on their land. 
Only Indians operate the enterprise, from management 
to sales to the men at the power chisels. 
Laguna rock is beginning to make a name for itself. 
Gulf Oil recently purchased an order for its service 
stations. The New Mexico State Highway Department is 
using Laguna rock to build rest stops. 


The project will be the basis for establishing other 
tribally owned businesses which pay their own way and 
employ Indian people. 
On the 16-million-acre Navajo reservation spanning 
parts of Arizona, New Mexico and Utah, 120,000 Navajos 
— the largest of all American Indian tribes — are 
benefiting 
from 
a 
variety 
of 
government-private 
industry projects.

EDA funding of two industrial parks and water and 
sewer facilities has brought new business to the 
reservation, including a pilot transistor assembly plant 
established at Shiprock, N.M., in 1965 by Fairchild 
Camera & Instrument Corp. 
The project was floundering until a man named Paul 
W. Driscoll took over as manager in 1967. Discovering 
that the Navajo language had no direct equivalent for 
some English words, he devised such terms as “ shiny 
metal' for aluminum and “ tunnel” for oscillator. 
To help the workers understand business time 
concepts, he divided plant clocks into 10 numbered 
sections, alternately painted red and white, so that 
instead of referring to so many minutes, workers talk 
about so many “ sections.” 
The plant is now a profit-making operation, employing 
725 Indians who work with the highest degree of 
competency on even the most intricate machines. 
Fairchild's turnover rate at Shiprock has been about four 
per cent a month, the lowest rate in any of its plants. 
Driscoll 
was 
recently 
awarded 
Business 
Week 
magazine s second annual business citizenship award for 
leadership. 
In January, the Navajos installed the tribe’s ninth 
chairman. 
In his inauguration address to a crowd of 
7,000 at Window Rock, Ariz., Peter MacDonald outlined 
three broad goals of his administration: 
“ First, what is rightfully ours, we must protect; what 
is rightfully due us, we must claim. 
“ Second, what we depend upon from others, we must 
replace with the labor of our own hands and the skills of 
our own people. 
“ Third, what we do not have, we must bring into being. 
We must create for ourselves.” 
A new day is dawning for the American Indian. 


Facts guide Nixon

WASHAGINTON (NEA) 
President Nixon always has had a 
streak of fatalism in him. and he’s 
letting it show as he deals with the 
U.S.-supported incursion into Laos 
by South Vietnamese forces. He is 
taking his chances with shaky public 
opinion 
He knows a poll shows that, of 
those 
Americans 
who 
wish 
to 
express a view, a small majority 
disapproves the Laotian venture. 
In his interview 
with the New York 
T im e s , 
the 
President said he 
had no doubt polls 
would 
show 
the 
people 
favoring 
withdrawals 
of 
troops from Europe 
as well as Vietnam, 
not 
to 
mention 
military 
budget 
cut§. But he added: 
“ Polls are not the answer. You 
look at the facts." 
What he meant was that he is 
acting in accord with his judgment 
of 
national 
interest 
and 
responsibility. He spoke as if he had 
just 
been 
reading 
lines 
by 
diplomatic historian Herbert Feis. 
In his new book, “ From Trust to 
Terror,” Feis writes: 


“ Public opinion can inspire or 
frustrate 
a 
president. 
He 
can 
neither ignore nor yield supinely to 
it. -He must be its judge, not its 
servant. 
“...when peace or war is at issue, 
the 
president cannot 
leave the 
decision to others without forfeiting 
the responsibilities of his office.” 
Nixon, having already withdrawn 
upwards 
of 
220,000 
men 
from 
Vietnam and indicated his intent to 
pull out thousands more, clearly is 
responding 
to 
wide 
public 
disenchantment with the war. Yet 
there is fresh evidence that he will 
manage the pullout only in ways he 
thinks 
will 
maximize 
South 
Vietnam's prospects of independent 
survival 
And 
this, 
obviously, 
without too much concern for the 
public’s view. 
Defense Secretary Melvin Laird’s 
huge new report on U.S. defense 
posture 
contains 
the 
fresh 
emphasis If lingering doubt existed, 
it is gone. The President does not 
intend to take the last U.S. forces 
from Vietnam until he is as satisfied 
as he can possibly be that Hanoi 
cannot conquer it. 
Though 
this 
has 
often 
been 
surmised, the administration from 
the time of Cambodia in 1970 has 
justified any heightened military

activity as designed to protect U.S. 
troops and promote their pullout. 
Yet Laird’s report never talks of 
“ Vietnamization” 
(build-up 
of 
Saigon’s forces) as if it were simply 
a device to ease withdrawals. The 
report’s deadly earnest theme is 
that we intend to make South 
Vietnam’s 
forces 
“ self-reliant” 
against any conceivable aggression 
from the north. 
Laird observes that one of the key 
assumptions 
underlying 
the 
Vietnamization program is that “ as 
long as the conflict continued, Free 
World assistance to South Vietnam 
would be required.” 
This, of course, means American 
assistance. 
And it means some 
measure of it until the war is over. 
In the third and final phase of 
Vietnamization 
as projected 
by 
Laird, 
we 
would 
have 
in that 
country a residual military advisory 
commission 
— 
along 
with 
“ whatever small security forces” 
are needed to protect it. What this 
all represents in force numbers we 
may not know for a long time, but 
the guessing here has been 50,000 
men. 
Before we get to that, however, 
we will have to run through Phase II 
— the period in which Saigon’s 
armies develop fuller air, naval, 
artillery and logistics capabilities. 
Our heavy support of the Laos 
incursion indicates how far off this 
goal is. 
Since South Vietnamese soldiers 
must learn English as a base for 
complex training in these crucial 
support endeavors, Phase II could 
be a painful, protracted time of 
transition. And it could test severely 
Nixon’s resolve to withdraw us 
without imperiling our ally-

SAN RAFAEL, Calif. - As she 
walks in, a muted “ right on” runs 
through

courtroom. 
Clenched fists are raised. Angela 
Davis

clenched first and a slight smile 
breaks the solemn intensity of her 
face. 
Her Afro hairdo is 
so big, so bushy, so 
low on her brow 
that she seems to.

p r e t r i a l 
m otions 
being 
argued 
in

Superior Court of 
Marin County are 
the

the cloak of martyr-

w rap p ed 
around her. 
It is a contest that need not have 
taken 
this form. It will serve no 
purpose except that of the militants 
who

American society is wholly racist,

Communist. Miss Davis, 27 years 
old, a philosphy teacher of middling 
ability 
at 
the 
University 
of 
California in Los Angeles, was fired 
because 
she 
was 
an 
avowed 
Communist. 
Since she did not have academic 
tenure, 
if her appointment had 
simply expired the issue would not 
be posed as it is today. She stands 
accused of being an accomplice in 
the murder of four persons who 
were shot in a getaway attempt 
from this same court. For Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, Attorney General 
E v e l l e 
Y o u n g e r 
and 
the 
conservative 
majority 
on 
the 
university board of regents her 
conviction is a political imperative. 
That is one reason the prosecutor is 
an 
assistant 
attorney 
general, 
Albert W. Harris Jr., rather than the 
district attorney as would normally 
be the case. 
The grand jury that indicted her 
found that she bought the guns that 
were used in the getaway attempt 
in the midst of the trial of three 
convicts from San Quentin known as 
the Soledad brothers. She is alleged 
to have signed the registration 
certificates when she purchased the 
guns. And her codefendant in this 
trial, Ruchell Magee, is charged 
with firing the gun that took the life 
of Judge 
Harold 
Haley 
in the 
getawagtvan. 
Her lawyers claim that, however 
proof of the purchase may develop 
in the course of the trial, the grand 
jury transcript fails to link her with 
the transfer of the guns to those who 
used 
them. 
This 
may 
be 
the 
weakness of the state’s case as it 
progresses 
through 
months 
of 
argument 
and 
endless 
appeals 
certain to reach the United States 
Supreme Court. 
But for the matter of defense 
attorneys 
the 
legalisms 
are 
unimportant alongside their basic 
strategy, which is to make it seem 
that the white establishment has 
conspired against a brilliant young 
black woman persecuted for her 
political beliefs. One judge had 
already disqualified himself when 
Magee charged him with prejudice. 
The court had scarcely begun to 
hear the pretrial motions under a 
second judge, Alan A. Lindsay, 
when the defense lawyers presented 
a 35-page document charging him 
with 
bias 
and 
prejudice. 
The 
document noted his appointment to 
the bench in 1969 by Reagan. It 
accused him of “ covert racism” as 
president of the Oakland school 
board when that city across the bay 
was rocked by racial turbulence in 
the early ’60s. 
Judge Lindsay has 10 days in 
which to pass on the motion. He can 
summon another judge to hear 
arguments on the bias and prejudice 


charge. Or he can disqualify himself 
as the first judge did. 
This would be an easy way out of 
what promises to be an ordeal fully 
manifest 
when the actual trial 
begins, probably in October. Even in 
this 
early 
stage 
the 
publicity 
apparatus of the 
national United 
Committee to Free Angela Davis 
was at work. Hardly had the motion 
of 
prejudice 
been 
filed 
when 
reporters were handed a five-page 
release summarizing the charge. 
The chief defense attorney, Howard 
Moore of Atlanta, was talking to 
television cameras in the corridor. 
That is the pattern shaping up in still 
another political trial. 
The Angela Davis case has a long 
reach. It is said to be attracting in 
Europe the kind of interest and 


support that made the Sacco - 
Vanzetti case in the 20s a focus for 
anti-Americanism not only of the 
left but a broad spectrum. The 
greatly oversimplified drama as 
seen from afar poses the racist 
Reagan against a courageous victim 
framed 
for her color and her 
politics.” 
Needless to say, the Communist 
Party of the United States, which 
has fallen on seedy times, will 
exploit the Davis case to the fullest. 
Fund-raising drives, 
rallies, the 
devices that had come to seem 
dated for the party will be revived. 
The fate of the tall, slender young 
woman in the midst of the uproar 
will be almost irrelevant.
